The plaintiffs, Thomas Peniston 
and others, su ed for an u ndiv ided 
eighth of property worth sev eral 
hu ndred thou sand dollars. 
The cou rt’s finding of fact is, 
‘•that Frances E. Su blette (dau gh­ 
ter of Solomon P. 
Su blette and 
and 
Frances S. 
Su blette, 
nee 
Hereford), died single and u nmar­ 
ried on May 16, 1S61, and that at 
the time of her death she was 
seized in fee of the property in 
controv ersy .

Did Not Like to Be Both ered by Du e 
Bills. 
Down at Ch arlottesville, Va., one 
h ears fu iiiiy stories abou t th e late 
President James Monroe, wh o wou ld 
seem to h ave been an eccentric per­ 
sonage with a great relu ctance to pay 
h is debts. 
He h ad a fine h ou se and a 
fine fanu called ‘^^lontpelier,” wh ich 
is in sigh t of th e trains on th e Ch esa­ 
peake & Oh io railroad, and a plain 
granite sh aft wh ich marks h is tomb is 
visible from th e h igh wav. Mr. ilon- 
O 
w 
roe was not a "‘^gentleraan^’ as th at 
term is applied in Virginia. His an­ 
cestry did not belong to th e aristoc­ 
racy, and, alth ou gh h e was an edu ­ 
cated man, a lawyer of recognized 
ability, a legislator and a politician of 
repu tation, h e never was admitted to 
th e ch osen circle of th e ‘‘F. F. V.;” 
and th e general impression 
seems 
to be th a t be was not famou s eith er 
for h is manners or bis morals. 
One of th e stories relates to a law­ 
yer wh o went over to ^iontpelier du r­ 
ing th e latter years of Mr. Monroe’s 
life to arrange for tlie settlement of 
a nu m ber of notes wh ich liad drifted 
into th e h ands of a Ch arlottesville 
bank. Most of th em rc{>rescnted bor­ 
rowed money, h u t several h ad been 
given for property or 
merch andise 
pu rch ased. 
Th e lawyer was a man of 
liigh social and professional standing, 
and Mr. iMonroe appeared to h e great­ 
ly pleased at liis visit. Th ey spent th e 
morning u pon th e piazza, smoking 
and ch atting over th e alTairs of th e 
nation, and after a h ospitable dinner 
took a walk abou t th e place. As th ey 
retu rned to th e mansion th e lawyer 
remarked in an apologctical manner 
th at h e mu st not forget h is du ty in 
th e abu ndance of h is enjoyment, and 
h anded Mr. ^lonroe a statement of 
th e several notes, th e interest du e, 
th e dates of matu riiv, and so forth .

He made a polite speech in explana­ 
tion, and said th at h is clieni.th e h ank 
wliich h i Id th e paper, h oped th at ]iir. 
Monroe wou ld be able to give some 
satisfaction.

nant ex-president.

MISSIONARIES RIGHT. 


Father Dalton Says They Should De­ 
fend Themselves In China. 


“ The course of the Catholic mis 
sionaries in China who have or­ 
ganized the Christianized natives 
into armies and intrenched them­ 
selves against attacks by the B o x­ 
ers is perfectly right," said R ev. 
Fr. W m . J. Dalton yesterday to a 
Kansas C ity Journal reporter. 
“ The day of martyrdom is past 
and I have no respect for a man 
who w ill bow his head and let an­ 
other fellow hit him. 
A few hun­ 
dred years ago that was the proper 
thing, but now the only w ay to 
cope with men so narrow in relig­ 
ious belief as the Boxers is with a 
club or a bullet. 
I anr fully in ac 
cord with the Catholic missionaries 
in C h in a." 
Rev. Father 
Dalton expressed 
approval of the plan 
of Bishop 
McFaul, of Trenton, N . J., to se­ 
cure a federation of all the C ath­ 
olic societies in the United States. 
“ I agree with the bishop in the 
sense that I believe these societies 
ought to unite to create a public 
sentiment that would make any 
anti-Catholic 
movement 
impossi­ 
ble, " said Father Dalton. 
“ W e are numerically strong, but 
morally weak. 
I don't believe in 
political organization of the Cath­ 
olic societies; that would be non­ 
sensical and would hurt rather than 
help us, but there is such a thing 
as making the politicians under­ 
stand that public sentiment is more 
strongly in favor of than against 
the Catholics."
